ANY national advertisers put enormous sums of money into 
advertising in magazines, meanwhile spending much less 
in local newspapers. A study of the situation was recently 
made by the advertising manager of the Ford Motor com- 

pany. He found that in fifty-one cities of the. United States, the 
149 newspapers had a total circulation of 15,000,000. In the same 
cities, a group of the principal leading magazines had but 880,000 
circulation. 

This test was of course made in the larger cities. But a simi- 
lar ration would hold good through the country at large. In any 
particular community, the circulation of any one magazine is but 
a small fragment of the population compared with what the local 
newspaper gets. 

During recent years there has been a largely increased ten- 
dency for national advertisers to use local papers. They are be- 
ginning to realize that that is the only way to get at any consid- 
erable section of the people. 

Loeal merchants could get a lot of help on the advertising 
problem by putting it up to the salesmen who come around to 
represent nationally advertised goods. If retailers generally would | 
ask these salesmen to tell their advertising manager that the re- 
tailers want their goods advertised in the home paper a great many 
advertising managers would supply the funds for this purpose. 
Many of them are doing it now. Few retailers take that attitude 
and request this form of cooperation from the corporations whose 
goods they are handling, and they can get a lot of help toward 
San Bernardino News.

the present draft age for the pur- 
pose of securing home guards and 
laborers in the public service is be- 
ing proposed. The first step was 
the creation by congress of the Unit- 
ed States guard, the body of armed 
Americans that will

The first increment will be 25,000 
men, divided into forty battalions, 
and they will immediately relieve 
regular troops now in this special 
domestic duty.

Prior to 1912 
and since 1886, when the citizens of 
California adopted this plan to re- 
duce the high cost of Eastern pur- 
chases, state manufacture and sale 
at cost was the system followed. 
That the free distribution plan is 
popular with the people, and that 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been saved to our taxpayers, 
no one will dispute.
